I left the key hanging on 
the wall of amy room, the door of which 
IT locked and then went ont. Nobody 
could yet inta the room but my boy.

The only suggretion 
T can make as to the origin of thy fire is‘ 
that gomo sparks may have got into the 
godown from the coolies' place on the;

CHINESE IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


Tho crusade tgainat the ubiquitous snd 
persevering Chinaman seems to be spriad- 
ing to all tha colonies. The latest cuter y is 
from South Africa, It has fur some tune 
beon a current taunt in Cape Colony that 
the Government was “excluding railways 
and admitting Asiatics.’ At the Diamond 
Fiolds, especially, a strong feeling on the 
subject seems to be in process of develnp- 
ment. A public mecting has Intely been 
held at Kimberley, nt which various reso- 
lutions were passed, urging objections to the 
further admixture af the populati wy with 
‘alie a’ from the Far East. Even a journal 
liko tho Cupe Argussubuits that the com- 
petition of Asiatic Ixbour and. enterprise 
within tho fimits of British territory in 
general, and'Cape Colony in particular, is 
ab problem ‘of the utmost importance to the 
well-being, if not to the independence of 
the col ny,’ which ought not to be thrust 
aside, There ia good evdenee that the 
Chinese, if left alone, will establish thom. 
selves in strong furco ot Kimberley, aad 
ovelflow to the Transvaal guldfie da. Kim- 
berloy merchants who have beun ‘ inter- 
viewed’ on the subjrct have admitted that 
the Chinese settlers nre nmonyat their best 
custoinera. As a rule, they are better 
customers than .the European retail 
dealors, many of whom import their 
gouds wirect, without giving the local 
wholesale morchints o, chanes, The 
Chinese distributors generally pay strict
